But 
the prorwrtinn of tho one class to the other 
of the NcwEnglanders who attain the four- 
score goalupsetH all ordinary reckonings, 
Toi- the mai-riod ones number no fewer than 
ninety-five in every hundred of those on the 
list If that fact oa not sufficient to give a 
rousing impetus to the worship of Hymen, 
theu must it be concluded that tho men and 
women of modern days are no longer in lovo 
with length of years. 


Another peculiarity revealed by Mr. Ham- 


moad's canvass, and it is a peculiarity, is 
the fact that darlt-'-compiecteil" people aro 
not in l.hft men for longevity with the light- 
"cornpleoted;" for five out of every six of 
the Now England old folks under review are 
blonile, with blue or gray eyes and abundant 
brown hair. 


As 10 the habits of life of these old folks, 


t.hi: answers furnished to Mr. Hammond's 
inquirk-s all point to the fact that longevity, 
savo-.vhen It is accompanied with rct'ulari- 
Ky of habits, ifl rare: 


"Theso oid people, mea aad ivomca 


alike, arc put down as early risers and 
retirera almost without exception, and fuUy 
nineteen out of every twenty havo observed 
this custom throughout life, except, 
haps, at some short period in youth. Meals 
havo been oaten regularly, threo each day, 
with dinner at noon, the exception being ao 
rare as to indicate nothing. Exerclso in 
most cases has been hard work up to sixty- 
five or seventy, and after that period has 
consisted 
(when tbe regular occupation 


has been given up) ot walking, gardening 
or bctli. Except in caacs of sickness theso 
old people ai-e as active and as fond of con- 
stant occupation of some sort to-day as 
most men and ivcmen aro at ttiirty-fivo." 


The nature of the occupation they havo 


followed is significant. Out of 1,000 men, 
through life 461 have beom farmers; 92 havo 
been carpenters; 70 merchants; Gl mari- 
ners ; 4!)1 aborers; 4i shoe-makers; 41 manu- 
facturers; '23 clergymen; 23 masons; 18 
blacksmiths; 16 bankers; 12 each, iron- 
workers, milt hands, physicians and law- 
yers; nnd the rest are divided between 
uoarly all the other trades and professions. 


Tbeir food is strong, plentiful and plain- 


ly dressed; they arc given to tho imbibition 
of tea and coCeoin considerable quantities, 
of whisky in moderation and to tbo use of 
tobacco somewhat copiously. 


?,Ir. Hammond iaye: 
" TVhilo the f armors of New England and 


their wives are a cleacly pco'plo, they aro 
not. much given to bathing. This neglect 
may not Lave prolonged their existence or 
made thfm more healthy, but it is to bo pre- 
sumed that it has notcuto:! many years 
,'ncr caused mucti disease. Either arc the 
members of these liouscholds ivell informed 
in relation to sanitary matters. They know 
little of the unseen dampness to which the 
human system is constantly exposed, and, 
•Knowing muc, care little. May not this be' 
fun Influonco in fuvor of a prolonged axiaV- 
• enco, paradoxical as tho supposition may 
seem? In Hingham, Mas?., with only four 
thousand inhabitants, there are eighty peo- 
ple over eighty ytars of age, and out ol 


; these seventy-!!vo are of light compleziDn. 
'In no other town in New England, so far as 
could bo learned, is tncro such a proportion 
of old people. Tuis town is on tho sea coast, 
lies very lotv, is without sewers, and has 
only recently put in a system of water- 
works. From a sanitary point of view !,he 
conditions here are about as unfavorable to 
long life as could be conceived outside tho 
crowded portions of the largo citir" 
And 


in Boston, where the sanitary conditions 
appear to bo tho worst—in the north end. 
and South Boston districts—the greatest 
number of very old people arc found." 


The moral of Mr. Hammond's very inter- 


esting article is, therefore—get married, bo 
a farmer, or at least live aad energize ia the 
open air: don't change your occupation, eat 
and drink plentifully, take your whisky and 
your tobacco when you have a mind, but, 
more essential still, get into o position of 
worldiv independence where you may 
never havo to fret yourself about yourdaily 
viatica, and finally and above all things, 
cultivate a light complexion.

Po'.ycratos affirms, says tho Shoe and 


Leallicr Reporter, that tho Grecian women 
possessed ttvcoty-two different kinds o- 
foot-RCar, which may bo classed as thoso 
which cover nil tho foot up to-the ankle and 
those which arc simply n sole tied on tho 
top of the foot with wide ribbons or straps. 
The latter are • subdivided into two kins. 
Tho "rhadics" and the "cumanides," as 
their names signify (cosy), were slippers 
which the women wore only in their apart- 
ments or when visiting intimate friends. 
In tho latter case a slave carried a box con- 
taining i.huu- regular sandals. The boxes 
were sometimes ornamented in sold anil 
je\v>!s Hie "rhadies" were very pliable 
and were easily rolled up. They were made 
or cloth embroidered iu various colors, like 
our modern slippers. Plato and Phcre- 
"rates rniikc frequent mention of this ele- 
gant foot-wear. 
The "eumanides" was a 


strange invention, and was made ot either 
cloth or the skin of a stag. Second class, 
or "crcpides,." were intended for walking 
on the public streets, and ft-ere held to sol- 
idly to the foot as to almost entirely cover 
it. Another species of shoe was often fur- 
nished with four cork soles about a finger 
thick, and glued one to the other. 


The "peribaridcs" were also used. Tho 


shoos wore in the shape of a boat, and 
irracelully fastened around tho leg by wide 
ribbons. Those could only be worn by no- 
blo anil by free women.

of white cloth, lightly and graceful^ made, 
culled "persir-..->s.» -Bonoide" was a toed
